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MINORITY APPRENTICES? 

Discrimination blights appren- 
ticeship programs almost every- 
where, including many in 
California. 

There is no fixed pattern. In 
Some areas, one group of crafts 
or trades discriminates. In other 
areas, the door is open in these 
occupations, but closed to one 
or more minority groups in other 
fields. 

Partly because civil rights 
groups have opposed questions 
about race on employment ap- 
plications, reliable statistics on 
the number of Negro and other 
minority group apprentices are 
hard to come by.

HOPE FOR FUTURE

hopes of those seeking to end 
apprenticeship opportunities for 
whites only: 

@ On Aug. 10, the Committee 
on Apprenticeship Opportunities 
for Minority Groups of the

This program is a “serious and 
hard moving” one, according to 
William Becker, secretary of the 
California Committee for Fair 
Practices. 

@ On Aug 21, AFLCIO Presi- 
dent George Meany testified be- 
fore a House Jaoor subcommittee 
in favor of a bill (H.R. 8219) to 
end federa! assistance to appren- 


ticeship prozrams where dis- 
crimination exists.

CALIFORNIA SITUATION 

In California, there is a sec- 
tion of the State Labor Code, 
which has never been used, pro- 
hibiting discrimination in ap- 
prenticeship programs on public 
works projects. Another section 
prohibits discrimination in any 
State approved apprenticeship 
program. 

The State Fair Employment 
Practices Law forbids discrimina- 
tion in all employment, includ- 
ing apprenticeship, but there 
has been only one case so far 
involving an apprentice. 

One weak point in the whole 
picture has been the tendency 
of high school counsejors to 
“under-counsel” Negroes and to 
under-emphasize opportunities 
in skilled trades apprenticeship, 
especially for minority ~roup 
youngsters. 

The California Conference on 
Apprenticeship committee hopes 
to remedy this situation. 

It also plans special advisory 
boards and speakers to meet 
with the 600 joint apprentice 
ship committees throughout the 
state. 

Labor must share the blame 
for this blight with management 
and with the tax-supported state 
and federal offices which have 
condoned it in the past. The 
sooner we help end it, the better.

LUMBER SETTLEMENT 

Lumber and plywood drivers 
in Teamsters 70 voted 77 to 73 
over the weekend to accept a 
three-year contract offer by the 
Lumber and Mill Employers’ 
despite the fact that it was not 
endorsed by the union -negotia- 
ting committee. 

Like one accepted by non- 
striking lumber drivers in sur- 
rounding counties, it calls for 
wage and fringe benefits total- 
ling about 34 cents an hour. 

Business Agent Joe Sawyer 
said, however, that the contract 
has six benefits not included in 
the area pact. 

There were about 200 members 
of Local 70 involved.

Heltender told CLC delegates 
that the case has been postponed 
until Sept. 18. Hellender said it 
looks as it Peter Paul is trying 
to drag out the case as long 
as possible, and make it as dis- 
agreeable as possible for the 
union members. 

“This is the same lousy and 
rotten type of personnel rela- 


tions and industrial relations 
that they’ve dealt in all the 
time,” Hellender declared. 
Hellender pointed out that the 
company is dragging out its 
appeal, even though the State 
Department of Employment in- 
itially ruled in favor of jobless 
benefits for the strikers on 
grounds they were fired. 


The strike started over firing 
of two other unionists in May. 


Hellender said company attor- 
neys are trying to build up a 
case on their claim that the 
union struck for recognition. 


It’s more important than ever 
that union members and their 
families stop buying Mounds, 
Almond Joy, Walnettos, Coco- 
nettos and other Peter Paul 
candy bars, Hellender said.

HOW TO BUY 


Group and multi-group health plans 


Labor Consumer Advisor for Labor Journal 


This department constantly 
gets letters from families asking 
about individual accident and 
health policies offered by various 
insurance companies. 

Often these inquiries result 
from direct mail ads for such 
insurance. 

The fact is that the most eco- 
nomical way to buy any kind 
of health insurance is in a group. 
The difference in cost often is 
@s much as 30-35 per cent. On 
Some policies bought by individ- 
ual families, the broker gets 25 
per cent, the general agent an- 
other ten per cent and the com- 
pany itself must charge more for 
its overhead than on group 
policies. These commissions are 
paid every year. 

. You can see why individual in- 
Surance must be costly for the 
benefits provided. 

Some of the mutual insurance 
companies, such as those that 


work with consumer co-ops and | 


so-called “direct writers,” don’t 
charge quite as high an extra 
fee for individual policies. Nor 
do Blue Cross, Blue Shield and 
the group care plans like Health 
Insurance Plan of Greater New 


York and the Group Health As- , 


sociations. But even in the non- 
profit community plans, group 
enrollment often saves 6-8 per 
cent. 

Another disadvantage of buy- 
ing health insurance by yourself 


is that sometimes only the more | 


limited contracts are available 
to you. Many non-group Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield contracts in 
New York State, for example, do 


not protect adequately against | 
either routine or catastrophic | 


iliness, according to John G. 
Steinle & Associates, consultants 
to the Joint Legislative Commit- 
tee on Health Insurance. 

' NEWEST cost-cutting method 
is for small groups within the 
Same organization to combine 
into: larger groups to get even 
lower rates for health insurance. 
Such multi-group programs al- 
ready have been started by a 
number of unions on both indus- 
try-wide and area scales. 

As explained by one consult- 
ant working on this program, 
Savings are made possible by 
lower brokerage fees and other 
insurance company rententions.

For example, a small union 
local or other purchaser of group 
insurance may have an annual 
premium of $5,000, say, for the 
actual insurance. In addition, it 
must pay brokers’ fees of about 
22 per cent on this premium the 
first year, and ten per cent the 
second to tenth years, 

It also will have to pay a 
general agent’s commission of 
about 314 per cent, and another 
3% for contribution to the in- 
surance company’s surplus (its 
profit). 

If this group can combine with 
others, it can place its insurance 
at brokerage fees of less than 6 
per cent, and for very large 
groups, 1 per cent or less. Too, 
the insurance company would 
require a contribution to surplus 
of only 1 per cent. This cuts 
j the cost 20-25 per cent the first 
|year and substantially in suc- 
ceeding years. 

The Foundation on Employee 
|Health, in its report on “Prob- 
ilems and Solutions of Health 
!and Welfare Program,” points 
out that for a group of 100 
jpeople, the average insurance 
|company will retain 30.6 cents 
of the premium dollar. For a 
|group of 1,000, it will keep 11.8 
cents; for 10,000, only 5.5 cents. |

Food prices dip 
1/10 of 1% in July 


Lower prices for fresh fruits 
and vegetables led to a decline 
in over-all food price index in 
this area of one-tenth of one 
per cent between June and July. 

This brought average food 
prices in San Francisco down to 
the same level as last January, 
according to the Western Re- 
gional Office of the U.S. Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. The bureau 
| uses San Francisco food prices 
in its index. 

Despite the slight drop, July, 
1961, food prices were 1.1 per 
cent above those of July, 1960. 

Between June and July, prices 
of fruits and vegetables went 
down 3.8 per cent, with prices 
of tomatoes, apples and potatoes 
dropping most. Coffee prices 
dropped an average of 6 cents 
per pound. 

However, prices of eggs, sugar, 
meats, poultry, fish, cereals, 
bakery and dairy products went 
up by varying amounts.

in 2 counties will 
affected by disability law 


Some 1,500 farm employers in 
Alameda and Contra Costa coun- 
ties will be affected by a 1961 
amendment to the State Unem- 
ployment Insurance Code which 
extends disability insurance and 
hospital benefit coverage to 
agricultural workers. 

State Departmient of Employ- 
ment headquarters in Sacra- 
mento will send registration 
forms and instructions to about 
35,000 employers of agricultural 
labor throughout the state, ac- 
cording to A. I. Funke, depart- 
mental auditor in charge of the 
department’s Oakland Audit 
District Office. 

Under Assembly Bill 1663, farm 
workers will receive the same 
kind of disability insurance and 
hospital benefit protection that 
workers in business and industry 
have had since 1946. The insur- 
ance will be financed entirely 
by a one-per cent tax paid by 
workers.

The new Kaiser Center has 
proved a boon to the automation 
problems of Building Service 
Employees 18, according to the 
union’s president, Mrs. Edna E.

Automation, says Mrs. Lalle- 
ment, is throwing many of the 


union’s members out of work—: 


particularly elevator operators 
who are being replaced by pas- 
senger-operated control panels. 

The Kaiser Center, however, 
has absorbed about 100 of the 
union’s 1,800 members, and Mrs. 
Lallement figures that about 
that many members were 
thrown out of work elsewhere 
due to automation. 

The union, with jurisdiction in 
Alameda, Contra Costa and So- 
lano counties, is made up of jani- 
torial workers, hotel clerks, 
watchmen and elevator opera- 
tors. 

During the past year, members 
received automatic wage in- 
creases Of up to 1214 cents per 
hour, Mrs. Lallement reported.

When an em- 
ployee is invited to such a 
dinner, in the eyes of the em- 
ployer it invariably means that 
ihe must attend. 


Of course the employer can 
make it sound very interesting 
with his steak dinner and free 
refreshments, 


For the benefit of the new 
members as well as reminding 
some of the old members, we 
e@ré outlining the union’s posi- 
tion on such affairs. 

We feel that when an em- 
ployee is more or less obligated 
to attend a meeting (yes, even 
@ free dinner meeting) to dis- 
cuss or hear discussed company 
business, it is an obligation of 
the employer to pay that person 
for the giving up of his own 
time. The union’s position is also 
that this should be overtime pay 
inasmuch as it is outside of the 
regular working hours of the 
company, 

We feel that the employer has 
plenty of opportunity either just 
before the opening or just before 
tht closing hours of his business 
to arrange business meetings of 


his employees that will not cost | 


him any more than his dinner 
meeting with refreshments, even 
is he has to pay the worker time 
and a half for the half hour or 
s0 of business discussion. 


We feel it is unfair to request 
an employee to give up an en- 
tire evening away from his fam- 
fly for the purpose of hearing a 
discourse, if only a short one, 
on company policies. 

This is not a new decision in 
this organization but one of long

(Bud) Raftery of the Washing- 
ton, D.C. office, and Mel Eckles 
of the Lafayette office, on juris- 
dictional matters, were for all 
of us, enlightening and instruc- 
tive. 

In L.A. there were 22 repre- 
sentatives in attendance and a 
round table discussion covered 
specifically a difficulty between 
the glaziers and cement masons 
on caulking a new glass and 
tile fronted building. It was 
agreed the work involved both 
trades fairly equally — so the 
work progressed and was fin- 
ished with a composite crew of 
one glazier and one mason on 
the swing stage. P 

Another subject well covered 
was: After a concrete building 
has been sandblasted prior to 
repainting, who should fill the 
cracks and voids to obtain a 
smooth surface, the painters or 
cement finishers? There is no 
doubt the work belongs to the 
| painters, especially so if the sur- 
face is primed before filling in 
order to better see the pin holes 
and imperfections and if the 
newer and better adhesives or 
vinyl compounds are used. 

Another fact was madé clear: 
That we are losing work to other 
crafts because our subcontrac- 
tors are not thoroughly checking 
all the specs. They read only the 
sections pertaining to their im- 
mediate work and either ignore

The daily wage rate shall be the scale per 
hour hereinabove established multiplied by the 
number of hours hereinabove mentioned as con— 
stituting the working day for the particular craft 
or type of workmen. 


Overtime and holiday rates paid shall be those 
recognized in the collective bargaining agreements 
applicable to the particular craft, classification 
or type of workmen employed on the project.

Food Clerks 870 scores: new 
gains in five different divisions 


Officers of Food Clerks 870 
have been kept on the go during 
the past year negotiating con- 
tracts, according to Harris C. 
Wilkin, secretary-treasurer of 
the union and president of the 
State Council of Retail Clerks. 

What keeps the negotiators 


|busy, Wilkin maintains, is the 


fact that the union’s member- 
ship of 4,000 is covered by five 
different basic contracts. Four 
of these were negotiated in the 
last 12 months. 

The five contracts cover union 
members working in each of the 
following five divisions: retail 
drug stores; bakeries; candy 
Stores; liquor stores; groceries, 
markets and supermarkets. 

The major contract, known as 

the general food contract, cov- 
ers the 3,000 members who clerk 
in virtually all of the food stores 
in Alameda County. 
Negotiated last September, the 
contract was signed for 18 
months and gave employees an 
immediate 20-cent wage increase, 
plus and additional 9-cent in- 
crease on March 1. Fringe bene- 
fits included four weeks of vaca- 
tion pay after 15 years and in- 
creased sick leave and health 
and welfare coverage. 

The 800 members employed as 
clerks and pharmacists in Ala- 
meda County drugstores work 
under a two year contract which 
came up for interim year nego- 
tiation during the past 12 
months.

bership not previously covered. 
They also won a wage increase, 
effective this September, and ex- 
tended the contract for an 
additional year. 

The pension plan is now in the 
process of being established and 
is being set upon an area basis 
in conjunction with other retail 
drug unions in Northern Califor- 
nia. Wilkin explained that under 
this arrangement members who 
are transferred to other jurisdic- 
tions in Northern California will 
continue to be covered by the 
same pension provisions. 

The most important gains for 
the 200 members of the bakeries 
and candy divisions were “great 
improvements” in sick leave and 
health and welfare provisions, 
Wilkin reported. Both pacts also 
called for significant wage in- 
creases. ‘ 


The fifth contract, worked out 
by the union’s negotiating team 
last September, covers the 200 
members employed as liquor 
store clerks. A two year. agree- 
ment, it provides for $5 wage in- 
creases each year. 

“All in all,” Wilkin declared, 
“we've had a very busy year of 
it!” 

In addition to Wilkin, the 
union’s slate of officers includes:

Bob McPeak, first vice-president; 
Paul Crocket, organizer and sec- 
ond vice-president; Mina Dor- 
rance, recorder; and Vincent J.

A strike which lasted 1 hour 
and 40 minutes won two pi- 
oneering contract provisions and 
e 15 cent pay increase for 1,200 
members of the Milk Drivers and 
Dairy Employees 302. 

The strike, which took place 
in early May of this year, was 
against thé Foremost Dairies 
plant in Concord and resulted in 
an area-wide settlement. 

One of the unique provisions 
incorporated in the agreement 
provides for an extra day off 
each month for employees work- 
ing in 5-day plants, as well as 
for wholesale drivers on 5-day 
schedules. 

The extra day is accumulative 
and may only be taken in 
bunches of three extra days each 
quarter. 

According to Al Brown, secre- 
tary-treasurer of 302, the provi- 
sion means that employees can 

@ow enjoy an extra-long week- 
end every three months, In ef- 
fect, employees are now working 
an average week consisting of 38 
hours and 12 minutes, as against 
@ previous 40-hour week. 
AUTOMATION STUDY 

The second pioneering provi- 
sion is the direct result of 302’s 


concern about the problem of in- | 


creasing joblessness due to great- 
er automation within the dairy 
industry. 


The contract ciause provides 
for a “production study” to de- 
termine what effect automation 
has on manpower and produc- 
tivity. Brown said it is hoped the 
study will result in establish- 
ment of production norms which 
may lead ultimately to a further 
reduced work week and/or 
higher wages. 

“We feel that laboring people 
are entitled to some of the fruits 
of automation. However, in spite 
of a rising market, we are losing 

bs because of automation,” 

wn said. 

Most major producers have 
shifted from a seven-day to a 
five-day operation as a result of 
atuomation, with consequent 
cuts in employment. It is hoped, 
he said, that the study called 
for in the current contract will 
help to ease the situation.

congratulations to the Canadian 
labor movement for helping 
start the New Democratic Party 
in that country. 


In the U.S., Ash said, labor 
| has tried to work with the two 
‘existing major parties. (See 
editorial.) But there is a chance, 
he added, that unions in this 
;country may want to follow the 
Canadian example in a few 
years. 

| Stressing that this was only a 
possibility, Ash said neglect of 
labor by the two present parties 
,could prompt such a move. 

This year, much of labor’s pro- 
gram was bottled up in the 
State Senate Labor and Finance 
Committees this year, Ash said. 
These bills never reached the 
governor’s desk for signature. 

In the future, Ash added, Ala- 
meda County labor should ask 
any candidate it endorses for 
State Senate to apply for these 
committees as a condition of 
endorsement. The same should 
apply to candidates for the As- 
sembly, he said. 

Ash said State Sen. John W. 
Holmdahl of Alameda County 
had not applied for membership 
on either committee. If Holm- 
dahl had been on one or both 
of these committees, his vote 
could have saved much of labor’s 
program, which was bottled up 
by a one-vote margin, Ash said.

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Canada’s New Party and 
our Labor Day Picnic 


In Canada, the labor movement has just helped create a 
third major political party, dedicated to liberal principles. 

As Bob Ash told the Central Labor Council Monday night, 
the U.S. labor movement has usually tried to achieve its 
legislative goals within the framework of the two existing 
parties. 

But if present trends continue, U.S. unions may have to 
take a leaf from the book of their Canadian brothers. 

Ash expressed concern about so-called Democrats in the 
State Senate, who bottle up legislation favored by organized 
labor. But we are equally concerned with the Dixiecrats, or 
so-called Southern Democrats in Congress. 

Their beliefs and actions are directly opposed to those of 
liberal and labor Democrats. Because of the one-party system 
in the South, Dixiecrats pile up seniority which enables them 
to control key Congressional committee assignments and bottle 
up legislation to fulfill the important planks of their party’s 
platform. This includes not just civil rights bills, but many 
others supported by and important to organized labor. 

Ash made his remarks in talking about the Alameda County 
labor movement's forthcoming Labor Day Picnic. 

What have Canada’s New Democratic Party and U.S. 
Dixiecrats to do with our picnic? 

As Ash pointed out, labor in the United States has tradi- 
tionally helped elect its friends and defeat its enemies within 
the two existing major parties. 

And it has done this through voluntary contributions by 
its members. Anti-labor laws have made political activity even 
more important in recent years. 

In Alameda County, unions have raised funds for political 
action for the past few years by holding a mammoth picnic for 
members of all AFLCIO affiliates and their families. 

This kills the proverbial two birds with one stone. 

It raises funds to help elect our friends and defeat our 
enemies. And it gives everybody a chance to get together and 
have a good time. 

There'll be games for the children, top quality professional 
entertainment for everybody and free soda pop and coffee. 
A full and worthwhile program is planned. 

The picnic will be held at the Alameda County Fairgrounds 
in Pleasanton. Gates open at 10 a.m., and the program starts 
with games from 1 to 3.

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MINIMUM BENEFITS FOR 
SOCIAL SECURITY GO UP

Some 2,175,000 people now re- 
ceiving minimum Social Security 
benefits ($33 or less per month) 
will receive a raise in their 
August checks which will be 
mailed in September. 

During the next 12 months, 
these payments will total $255,- 
000,000. 

In my last article on the 1961 
amendments to the Social Secur- 
ity Law, I described the increase 
in the social security benefits 
payable to aged widows and 
widowers and to certain aged 
dependent parents. 

In this article I would like to 
tell you about another group 
whose social security benefits 
are raised. They are the 2,175,000 
persons who now receive social 
security benefits at or near the 
minimum level of $33 a month. 

The change raises the mini- 
mum Ievel to $40 a month. Under 
the new law, the lowest benefit 
payable to a worker who retired 
at 65 or later will be $40, begin- 
ning with the checks mailed 
early in September. 
AUTOMATIC INCREASES 


The increase will be added 
automatically to the checks. No 
application or contact with the 
social security office is neces- 
sary. Wait until you receive your 


Newburgh 


If a baby is born to an unwed 
mother receiving relief, further 
aid should be denied and the 
baby should be permitted to 
Starve to death. 

That is the clear implication 
of the 13-point program of the 
City of Newburgh, N.Y. The pro- 
gram, approved by the city’s 
council, and termed illegal by 
the state of New York and fed- 
eral government, is allegedly 
aimed at “welfare cheats.” 

On examination, the “cheats” 
turn out to be a few former 
migrant workers unemployed be- 
cause there is no work for them. 

Newburgh’s answer — an 
answer which has caused the 
City Welfare Commissioner to 
resign—is to limit relief to three 
months of the year to any family 
no matter how desperate the 
need. It is to force welfare re- 
cipients to work for the city for 
their relief checks — thereby 
depressing all city worker wages. 
It is a typical reactionary attack 
upon the weak and ignorant in 
the name of the taxpayer, —

social security checks in Septem- 
ber. Then if you think you are 
entitled to a raise and didn’t get 
one, phone your local social se- 
curity office. 

Dependents of these retired 
workers will also receive in- 
creases in their benefits if the 
increase will not raise the total 
family payment above $60. 
Where there is only one person 
getting benefits based on the 
social security account of a 
worker who has died, the survi- 
vor will have his or her monthly 
payment increased to $40. 

There will also be a small in- 
crease in the payments to sur- 
vivor families who have been 
getting a total family payment 
of less than $60. 

These increases, amounting to 
an estimated $255 million during 
the first 12 months they will be 
in effect, will also be made auto- 
matically. There is no need for 
beneficiaries to apply for the 
increase.

Under $2,000 


The AFLCIO has described as 
“encouraging news” a govern- 
ment report that average family 
income rose again in 1960. 

But it assailed as “indefen- 
sible” what it pointed to as a 
widening gap between lower and 
higher income groups. 

“Evert more disturbing,” the 
AFLCIO Department of Research 
said, “the tragically insufficient 
Income share of the lowest in- 
come fifth is tending to fall 
further.” 

Some 7,200,000 families — one 
in every eight—existed on in- 
comes under $2,000 in 1960, the 
report said. 

The “average” was $6,900, but 
it was pulled up by high incomes,
